Em m a LeDoux, who was convicted of 
the m urd er of McVicar in Stockton 
in 
March, 15X16, but who was granted a new

county on Monday last, when the second 
trial o f the celebrated trunk m urd er case 
was se t for February 2. 
It 
is alleged 
that sh e is slowly wasting 
away from 
the ravages of consumption, and doubt­ 
ful w heth er she will survive to stand a 
second 
trial. 
She appeared 
in court 
wan and pale and wasted 
in 
flesh, 
coughing incessantly and spitting blood 
—the m ere ghost of her form er self. 
Her attorney Charles H. 
Fairall, 
who 
was the leading counsel for the defense 
in th e first trial, appeared 
for the ac­ 
cused last Monday. 
The crim e charged 
against this woman, who was raised 
from childhood in Amador county, 
was 
one of the most atrocious and rem arkable 
in annals of this state. M cVicar,to whom 
she had been married, was drugged in a 
lodging 
house 
in Stockton, 
and 
the 
victim , while still alive, 
w as jammed 
into a trunk, all supposed to have been 
done by the accused woman unaided.

Visit Plymouth and Invest In Min 
ing Property, 


Last Salruday a big delegation of capi­ 
talists, direct from New York, reached 
Plymouth, traveling 
in 
automobiles. 
There were eighteen visitors on that day 
and two others 
had 
preceded 
them 
several days, 
m aking 
twenty in

that the visitors w ere so well pleased 
with the property, that at a meeting in 
Plymouth Saturday evening the neces­ 
sary sum to take up the option of pur­ 
chase on the m ine, 
and also 
ample 
capital to develop the claim was sub­ 
scribed by those present. 
It is reported 
that each one subscribed $8,000 for that 
purpose. 
The residents of Plymouth 
have waited long for the boon to strike 
that burg, and they fully beleive that the 
dawn of good tim es has now reached 
them. 
The delegation left for San Fran­ 
cisco Sunday, 
to attend the gathering 
of New Yorkers w hich was held at the 
St. Francis hotel on Tuesday evening.

MINING NOTES. 


Kennedy—Last week a record break­ 
ing achievement was accomplished by 
th e 
shaft 
repairers 
at 
this 
mine. 
N inety-six feet of the shaft was retim­ 
bered in 48 hours. 
This is a phenome­ 
nal accomplishment in th is line. 
Of 
course the work was going steadily dur­ 
ing that time employing th ree shifts ot 
eight 
hours each. 
T his 
leaves 
the 
shaft in good shape with only four or 
five sets of timbers to be replaced, and 
th is can be done without a cessation of 
ore extraction. 
A new level 
is being 
opened at the 3300 foot station. 
The 
ledge was encountered at th is depth a 
w eek ago, but development work had not 
progressed sufficiently to determ ine its 
character as to size and gold-bearing 
qualities. 
There is little doubt, 
how­ 
ever, that it will prove as productive as 
in the levels above. 
As soon as this 
level is fully opened, sin k in g operations 
w ill be in order again, to develop the 
m in e 150 feet below. 
It is worthy of 
rem ark that the Kennedy is not only the 
deepest, but also the biggest mining 
and 
milling proposition that 
Amador 
county has known. 
Its 100 stamp mill 
eats up rock at the rate of 400 tons per 
day. 
And ever since th is giant mill 
w as started eight years, it has been kept 
going to its full capacity. 
No curtail­ 
m ent of its crushing capacity has ever

temperature of 4S below,

Still,the boys Irtnghed heartily. Their 


hands, 
however, 
were quickly own-

Ahwelah- gmbbed 
my bag and 


rolled me over «m snow of doubtful 
security. 
They then slipped into fura 


with electric quietness and tossed th» 
things out on safe- ice. 
In the extreme 1 cold the water froze 


In sheets about tut? bag. nnd when the1 
Ice was benten off the reindeer 
skini 


wns, to my plensnsc. 
found quite d?y. 


A few moments more of sleep and .wo- 
might all have found a resting place 1 
in the'chilllng deepv 
That experience 


kept us ever watchful for the dangers 
of the spreading lerin all calms after 
storms. 


The ice about wnw much disturbed, 


and numerous 
blunt lines 
of water 


opened 
on every 
sMc, 
from which 


oozed jets of frosty steam. 
The great 


difference between* Win*temperature 
of 


the sea nnd that of the air made a 
contrast of 7C degrees, 
and the 
open 


spots of ice water- appeared to be boil- 
ing. 


Anxious to move ntong away from 


the troubled anglb' of ice, the usual 
breakfast was simplified. Melting some 
snow, we poured' down the icy liquid 
as an 
eye opener nnd then began 
at 


tha half pound bowlder of pemmienn,. 
but with cold fingers, btae lips and no' 
possible shelter tho stuff was unusual- 
ly hnrd. 


To warm up tile sleds- were prepared, 


nnd under 
the- lash the dogs 
jumped 


into harness 
with a bonnd. 
The pem- 


tnlcan, somewhat reduced with the ax, 
was ground 
under the molars 
as we 


went 
along. 
The 
teeth 
were 
thus 


kept from chattering, nnd the stomach 
was fired withdurable fuel. 


As we advanced the ice Improved to 


some extent, and with n little search- 
a safe crossing 
was found over all of 


the new crevices, though a strong west- 
erly 
wind carried a 
piercing 
cold. 


Good progress 
was made, but we were 


not allowed to forget at any time that 
we were invading 
the forbidden do- 


mains of polar environment. 
. The Bitter Cold. 


In starting 
before 
the end 
of the 


winter night and. camping on the open 
Ice fields In the long northward mnrch 
we had first accustomed our eyes to a 
frigid darkness 
and then to a perpetu- 


al glitter withshivers. 
This proved to 


be the coldest season of tho year. 
We 


should have been hardened to all kinds 
of arctic torment, but man only gains 
that advantage 
when the pulse? ceases 


to beat. 


Far from land, for from other life, 


there was nothing to arouse a warm- 
Ing spirit. 
Along the land there had 


been calms and gales and an inspiring 
contrast, even In the dark days 
and 


nights, but here the frigid world was 
felt at Its worst. 
The 
wind, which 


came persistently 
from the west—now 


strong, now feeble, but always sharp— 
Inflicted a pain to which we never bo- 
came accustomed. 


The kind of torture most felt In this 


Wind and humid air of an arctic pack 
wns a picturesque 
mask of Ice nbout 


tho face. 
Every bit of exhaled mois- 


turo condensed 
and froze either to the 


facial bair or to the line of fox tails 
nbout the hood. 
It made a comical 


caricature of us. 


The 
frequent 
turns In this course 


brought 
both sides to tho wind and 


arranged 
a line of Icicles from every 


hair offerlug 
a 
convenient 
nucleus. 


These lines of crystal offend a pleas- 
Ing dash 
of light ar.d color as 
we 


looked at each other, but they did not 
nlTord much 
amusement 
to the indi- 


vidual exhibiting then). 
Such hairs* as 


had not been, pulled from the lips and 
the chin were tlrst weighted, and then 
the wind carried tho breath to the long 
hair with 
which, 
wo protected 
our 


heads 
nnd left a 
mass 
of dangling 


frost. 


An ley Coating, 


Accumulated 
moisture from tho eyes 


coated tho eyelashes, 
and brows.

humidity escaping 
about the forehead 


left l\ crescent 
of khow above,

that escaping under the chin, combined 
with falling breath, made a semicircle 
of ice. Tbi1most uncomfortable icicles, 
however, were those that had formed 
on. tho coarse hair within the nostrils. 
It Is to free tho face of this kind of 
decoration 
that tho Eskimos pull the 


fac-lul bair out by the roots; hence the 
real poverty of mustaches 
aud beards.

were quite rendy to camp there were 
signs of another 
gale from the west. 


Little sooty clouds with ragged edges 
scurried 
along at au alarming 
pace, 


and beyond a huge smoky bank black- 
ened tho pearly glitter. 


Suitable 
camping 
Ice 
was 
sought, 


nnd In the course of an hour nn Igloo 
wns built. 
The structure 
wns built 


stronger than usual. 
Double tiers of 


snow blocks were plnced to the wind- 
ward and a little water wns thrown 
over tho top to cement 
the blocks. 


The dogs 
were fastened 
to the lee of 


hummocks, and tho sleds were secure- 
ly lashed nnd fastened to the Ice. 


We expected 
a hurricane 
nnd had 


not long to wait to tnste of Its bitters. 
Before 
we were at rest In our bags 


tho wind brushed 
the? snows 
with a 


force inconceivable. Tho air thickened 
withrushing drift. In ft few momenta 
tho dogs and sleds were burled under 
banks of snow and 
great drifts en- 


circled the Igloo. The cemented blocks 
of our donio withstood tho sweep of 
the blnst very well, but many small 
holes were burrowed through tho snow 
wall, permitting some* drift to enter. 


Early In tho morning, after a rush 


of but a few hours, the storm ceased 
as suddenly ns Itcame und left n still- 
ness 
which was appulling. 
Tho dogs 


soon begun to howl desperately, 
as If 


attacked 
by n 
bear, ami we rushed 


out. seeking guns, but there was no 
approaching creature. 
It was a combined signal of distress. 


The storm 
driven snows 
had buried 


and bound them in unyielding frost. 


the se:ison when tjio pack Is littleere- 
Tasked ami not clastic It Is probably 
wide; later, as the entire sen of Ice 
bgfoiues active, it may disappear or 
shift to a linenearer 
the land. 


New Ice Stops Drift. 


In low temperature 
new Ice forms 


rapidly, and this offers an obstruction 
to the drift of the old ico. 
As the 


heavy central Ice is pressed 
against 


the unyielding land pack the small Ice 
Is ground up, nnd even heavy floes are 
crushed. 
This reduced mass of small 


Ice Is pasted and cemented 
along tho 


shores of the big lead. leaving a broad 
band of troublesome surface as v seri- 
ous barrier to sled travel. It seems 
quite likely that this lead, or a condi- 
tion similar to it, extends 
entirely 


around the polar sen ns a buffer be- 
tween the land nnd the middle pack. 


With tho bis lead nnd its many pos- 


sibilities for troublesome delay behind. 
a course was Bet to reach the elshty- 
fifth parallel 
on 
tho 
ninety-seventh 


meridian. 
What littlemovement wan 


noted on the Ice 
had been 
easterly, 


and to allow for this drift we aimed 
to keep n line slightly 
west of the 


pole. 


The wind wns not a troublesome fac- 


tor as we forged along for the first day 
over this central pack. 
After a run of 


eleven hours the pedometer 
registered 


twenty-three miles, but we had taken 
a zlgz.l3 
course 
nnd 
therefore 
only 


placed seventeen 
miles to our credit. 


The nlfht was beautiful. 
The sun 


sank Into a purple bazo, and soon there 
appeared 
tbreq suns In prismatic col- 


ors, and 
tlu'se soon 
settbil Into the 


frozen sen. 
During tho night n nar- 


row band nf orange 
brightened 
the 


northern skies, while the pir'k surface 
glowed In magnificent Rlimlos of violet 
and lilac and pnlo purple blue. 


Land Clouds Still Visible. 


Satisfactory observations 
at noon on 


March 24 gave our position ns latitude 
S3 
degrees 
31 
minutes, 
longitude 90 


degrees 
27 minutes. 
The land clouds 


of Grant Land were still visible, nnd 
8 low bank of iulst In the west occa- 
sionally brightened, 
offering un outline 


suggestive* of land, 
This wo believed 


to bo Crocker Lnnd, but mist persist- 
ently screened 
the horizon nnd did not 


offer an opportunity to study the con- 
tour. 


Until midday the time was used for 


observations and n study of th* land 
conditions. Tho dogs sniffed the air as

The Lincoln-Roosevelt league, claiming to be 
the simon- 


pure reform element 
of the republican 
party, has 
at this 


early stage of the political campaign, announced 
its intention 


of placing a fullstate ticket before tht voters, and 
has taken 


initial steps toward that end. 
What good they expect to 
ac- 


complish by such action itis difficult to understand. 
They 


state their object 
to be to emphasize 
their antagonism 
to 


machine politics, which simmered down simply 
means 
a re- 


bellion against the control of the party by the majority wing 
—a protest against the vital principle that the majority shall 
rule. Itis a fresh exemplification of the rule or. ruin spirit. 
Itsays in effect, ifwe cannot 
name 
the 
candidates 
on 
the 


regular republican ticket, we can at 
least 
name 
a separate 


ticket under the high-sounding titleof the "Lincoln-Roose- 
velt^league,'' and thereby aid the democrats. 
The Ledger 


has no fault to find withany well-directed efforts 
to work re- 


form in political parties. 
Itmust be acknowledged 
also that 


there is a wide scope 
for reform in the methods 
of all 


parties. 
We have always opposed the bartering and trading 


of votes in party conventions, and the appointing ofdelegates 
in the interest of individual candidates 
favored 
by self-con- 


stituted bosses. 
There can be no well-grounded 
objection to 


proper efforts to prevent 
the organization 
being dominated by 


professional politicians, who are unscrupulous 
as 
to their 


methods 
so long as the desired end is attained. 
But how an 


independent 
organization —a secession 
of republican 
voters — 


is going to help matters 
we certainly fail to see. 
We are 'in- 


clined to think there is just as much 
self-interest 
behind the 


Lincoln Roosevelt 
movement 
as there is in the ranks of the 


regular republicans. 
The direct primary law was passed 
for 


the purpose of correcting the evils of bossism, 
and 
many of 


these 
who are in the Lincoln-Roosevelt 
league 
were loud in 


their advocacy of that law. 
And yet. before giving this law a 


fair test, they are 
now leading in a 
movement 
that 
must 


tend to weaken 
the republican 
party. 
We 
do 
not believe 


many republicans arc going to be led away by thisjill-advised 
movement. 


A GOOD SIGN. 


One of the best signs of political reform is the growing de- 


mand forbroad-minded 
legislation looking 
to the benefit 
of 


the entire state. 
Usually 
a lawmaker 
goes 
to Sacramento 


with the thought uppermost in his mind that he must do all 
he can for the benefit of the particular district he represents. 
His success 
as a representative 
willbe gauged by the amount 


of money he can get 
from the 
state 
treasury 
to be spent 


within the boundary lines of his district. It matters 
little 


whether there is a just demand 
for this money expenditure 


or not. Ifhe fails to get the appropriations clamored 
for, he 


is voted a poor lawmaker, no matter how ably he may 
con- 


tend for the interests of the state at large. Itis owing mainly 
to this false idea of the efficiency of a 
state 
senator 
or as 


semblyman 
that state expenses 
have piled up so fearfully of 


late years, 
When itcomes right down 
to local affairs, the 


taxpayers clamor for economy, because that m.^ans 
a saving 


indollars and cents to them. 
But when it concerns dipping 


into the state treasury, that is an entirely different question, 
and ifextravagance in the shape of reckless 
expenditures 
is 


directed toward their locality as the beneficiare it is allright, 
and the legislator who succeeds ingetting the biggest 
appro- 


priations is hailed as the right man 
for the place. 
People 


seldom stop to consider 
the demoralizing 
tendency 
of this 


selfish spirit. 
Every 
legislator 
becomes 
imbued with the 


idea of serving his district first, and leaving the state at large 


to look out for itself. 
For state institutions within the 
con- 


fines of his district he asks for appropriations 
far larger than 


he expects 
to get, knowing that the governor, in the exercise 


of the veto power for the protection of the state at large, vill 
prune down the appropriations as much as possible. 
Under 


such conditions it is next to impossible to have other than ex- 
travagance in state affairs, 


top bureau drawer, or the salad. 


We have noticed that the sort of man

throughout the world during the 17th 
century. 
The life of the early colonists 
of New England was 
such as to give 
rapid growth to the doctrine of posses­ 
sion hy devils brought 
from the old 
world. 
The Indians were believed by 
many to he children of satin, and many 
thought the wild beasts 
were sent by 
the powers of evil to torm ent the elect. 
The theology of the tim e was a gloomy 
sort, and its interpretation hy leaders of 
the church was the greatest cause of the 
trouble. 
An impetus was given to the 
bel ief in witchcraft by hooks hy learned 
men. 
At first these 
works were 
im ­ 
ported 
from 
Europe, 
and 
then 
the 
colonial clergy fell 
in line and wrote 
sim ilar books of th eir own. 
By the 
latter part of the 17th centurv these in­ 
fluences were at work ^among the com­ 
mon people, and cases of “ possession" 
were reported at Boston, 
Springfield, 
Hartford, Grotou and 
other 
colonial 
towns, followed at tim es hy death sen­ 
tences. 
In 
the year Ifi84, 
Increase Mather 
published a book, “ Remarkable Provi-' 
dences, ” 
laying stress upon diabolic 
possession and witchcraft. 
This book 
approved in England, which added to its 
power iu the colonies. 
In 1088 a poor 
family of 
Boston 
was 
afflicted 
by 
d em on s: 
four 
children, 
the 
eldest 
thirteen years of age, began leaping and 
barking like dogs, ¡or purring like catsj 
and complained 
of 
being 
pinched, 
pricked and cut. 
To relieve matters, 
an old Irish woman was accused and 
executed. 
But the greatest single influence in 
this evil course was Cotton Mather, son 
of Increase, a strong man of great ability 
and piety. 
This man was interested in 
his Hock, and he seem ed far in advance 
of his time in accepting many of the 
works of science, 
such as Newtonian 
astronomy, and innocuiation to prevent 
disease. 
But he clung to the witchcraft 
theories of his fattier and others and his 
acceptance weilded 
power. 
He 
also 


published a hook on “ M emorable Pro­ 
vidences Relating to W itchcrafts 
and 
P o ssessio n s,” 
and recommended 
his 
work to the ministers of the 
colonies. 
Out of all these causes, and particularly 
from the latter, came the w orst outbreak 
of possession and execution in Salem. 
T he 
Rtv. 
Samuel 
Parris 
was 
the 
m in ister of the church of Salem. 
He 
was possessed of high ideas of his own 
infallibility, 
and had also 
a love of 
ceremony, of prying and spying into the 
affairs of others. 
Paris had trouble with 
som e of his parishoners who objected to 
his ways 
There were quarrels in his 
church, and some of the accusations 
doubtless grew out of these. 
Two girls 
in the family of Mr Parris first became 
possessed, and these placed .the 
blame 
on an old Indian woman. 
Mr Parris 
immediately summoned two magistrates. 
The Indian woman was Hogged until she 
confessed, and other accusations 
fol­ 
lowed, and other confessions, 
brought 
about by torture of some kind and an­ 
other. 
At first the charges were mostly 
against poor and vagrant 
old women, 
whose executions followed, but, 
em ­ 
boldened bv their success, they attacked 
larger game, struck at some of the plead­ 
ing people of the community, 
and did 
not cease until some of these had been 
condemned to death. 
In most of these cases frenzy was mixed 
w ith trickery. 
There was 
method in 
th eir madness. 
Many of the witches 
had been engaged in a controversy with 
the Salem church people. 
O thers of the 
accused had quarreled with persons more 
or less closely connected 
with 
those 
bringing the accusation. 
T he accusers 
were usually girls or women. 
One of 
the most fearful charges was brought 
against a lovable woman, who 
lost her 
life apparently for no other reason than 
that she lived and dressed a little better 
than her accuser. 
There was almost as 
m uch revenge 
as fanatacism 
in the 
whole affair. 
And it was particularly 
dangerous to champion the cause of the 
accused. 
For taking the part of wife or 
mother, 
husbands and child ren 
were 
brought to the gallows 
O ne poor old 
woman was charged with “ giving a look 
toward the great 
meeting 
house 
of 
Salem, and immediately a demon entered 
the house and tore down 
part of 
it" 


This cause for the falling of a b it of 
poorly nailed wainscoating was readily 
accepted by the judge and jury, as well 
as hy the great Cotton Mather, and the 
woman was hanged, protesting her 
in ­ 
nocence. 
The Rev Mr Burroughs, who 
had led a blameless life, and taken little 
part in the clamor of witchcraft, 
was 
accused, convicted and executed. 
On 
the scaffold he repeated 
the 
Lord’s 
prayer solemnly and fully, something it 
was believed no sorcerer could do and 
this went far toward shaking the belief 
of many in diabolic possession. 
In the case of Giles Corey, 
80 years 
old, the persecution and torture to force 
confession were carried to the lim it, for 
he refuse to confess, thus saving the 
property of his family from confiscation. 
He was pressed to death, and when, 
in 
his last agonies, his tongue was pressed 
out of his mouth, the sheriff w ith his 
walking stick thrust it hack again. 
There followed numerous other con­ 
victions and executions by the w ho le­ 
sale, som etim es as many as eight being 
^ hauled to the gallows at one time. 
Such 
preachers as Noyes, Parirs and Mather, 
and such judges as Stoughton uu H aw ­ 
thorn, left nothing undone that 
could 
stimulate these proceedings. 
To Robert Calef, a Boston business 
man, is due in great measure the lifting 
of the reign 
of terror brought on by 
witchcraft. 
His reason was undimmed, 
and he w asn 't afraid of Mather. 
O ther 
people of less ability were beginning to 
see more clearly, and he helped 
them. 
Mather and Parris were placed upon the 
defensive. 
The party of reason 
in ­ 
creased. 
Some of the possessed 
con­ 
fessed they had accused victims wrong­ 
fully. 
Some of the jurymen prom inent 
in conviction solemnly retracted their 
verdicts, and craved the pardon of God 
and man. The church of Salem solemnly 
revoked the 
excommunications of the 
condemned, and drove Mr Parris 
from 
the parish. 
Cotton Mather was a beaten 
man, but he did not change his distorted 
views, and spent his last days in groan­ 
ing over the decline of faith, and the 
ingratitude of the people for whom he 
had done so much. 
Robert C alef had 
written a book along reasonable lines at­ 
tacking the belief in possession, 
and 
this was accepted by English publishers 
who refused to print more of Cotton 
Mather’s books. 
It was a step 
in the 
world's enlightenment.

TEACHERS* I INSTITUTE 


Minutes <>f Proceedings. 


November IS, 1009. 
The Institute was called to order by 
superintendent 
Greenhalgh. at 9:30. 
Singing of “ America” by committee and 
institute. Roll call and reading of min­ 
utes was omitted and Mr Kirk took up 
the subject "Logical Sequence" in hand 
ling the ; >pic of geography. The tendency 
has been to grow dogmatic in our work 
For many years it has been carried on 
in a bad way, contrary to the natural 
procedure of the 
mind. 
Later on 
came the thought. "We must begin nt 
home. This too has been carried on in 
an illogical way. 
Begin with natural 
surroundings. 
The child must adapt 
himself to things abcut him. 
The 
fundamental 
ideas 
in 
arithmetical 
geography study are : 
1st, Location of 
things, 2nd, direction; 3rd; distance; 
4th, nrea. 
We fail to drill on relative 
position of places. 
Do not teach posi 
tion of all the degrees of latitude, but 
iust a few important ones, Fix well all 
noted places, rivers, 
and mountain 
systems. 
Servicable geography is not a 
large quantity, hut only a few well fixed 
points. 
The physchologlcal eason for 
beginning at home is that the child must 
he given something to appeal to his 
imagination, in order that he mav learn 
to reason and grasp thought. 
Three 
things are to be noted in relation to 
home surrounding, viz: People who 
produce things; people who sell things, 
and people who buy things. 
After the 
home course take the pupil all about 
the world. Show how conditions can be 
improved by comparing home conditions 
to_tiiose points desired to be fixed in th 
mind of the child. 
Before the 4th or 
5th year, bring in a great deal about 
home surroundings, some knowledge of 
government. 
Get local geography, then 
world geography. 
Just a few briefs 
sharply cut lessons about shape, rela­ 
tive position, true notion of latitude 
and longitude, great continents, 
few 
great rivers, few ranges, countries, a 
few words about. people. 
The logical 
tMueher grasps a few great things. 
She 
does not see how much she can teach, 
but how much she can leave out. 
A discussion hy Insti ute followed 
which 
brought out the 
following. 
Have in our work sequence by all means. 
list. Home world—giving known things 
to furnish patterns to grasp outside 
world. 
2nd. Get necessary relationship of 
home to outside world. 
3rd. Fill in and expand the know­ 
ledge of the world at large. Above all, 
get your plan well worked out. Know 
what you are trying to do. Hitch to.the 
historical part of the work the character 
of the country in which the people live 
and determine the occupations. 
Mr Armstrong, secretary of California 
Teachers Association, and editor of 
Sierra News, was introduced. He pre­ 
sented 
in a very forcible manner, 
reasons why the teachers should stand 
together as a hodv, that they might get 
needed legislation to protest their rights.' 
Some things that have been accomplished 
by the association. The child labor 
law; compulsory education law. The 
CO per cent law. One thing the associa­ 
tion is working for is to secure better 
protection for rural teachers. Another 
thing is to bring the county superin- 
endents, into closer touch with the 
schools of their respective counties. The 
three phases to be worked out are, the 
question of salary; that the terms be 
satisfactory; to secure ourselves for 
the time when efficient service can no 
longer be rendered. In order to secure 
these results we should have effective 
organization. The state being so large 
it is better to have several associations 
meeting the demands of the teachers in 
these centers, these sending delegates 
to a state association and thus concen­ 
trating their force in securing necessarv 
legislation. Teachers should avoid sec­ 
tionalism and work together for their 
common good. 
Prof. Babcock next spoke of "School 
gardens." A school garden has been 
called the fundamental prerequisite to 
true nature study teaching. It teaches a 
private care of public properly more than 
a of teaching history will do. The tirst 
idea of a public garden was to keep idle 
people busy, especially giving the poor 
a chance to obtain a living by means of 
cultivating vacant city lots. 
There is 
nothing that does more toward elevating 
the home life of the poor than school 
gardening. It means much to children 
of large cities especially to those from 
tenement districts. Things to be noted 
in school gardening: 1st, value of 
individual plots; 2nd, use of common 
vegetables to secure quick results; 3 
Aim should be to encourage home gar­ 
dening. Some useful phases of garden­ 
ing for grades. 
1st and 2nd. Take 
on general character, large seeded vege 
tables or tlowers. Teach them how to 
plant them and whv it is necessarv to 
paint them properly. 
Give demonstra­ 
ran lessons. Teach them to observe how 
it is done and then have them go and do 
it. 3rd grade—Grow cereals. 4th grade 
Study of economic plants and other 
cereals. All principal fiber plants; per­ 
haps all Held #crops. 
5th grade—Intro­ 
duce study cultivation of some vegetable 
or flower. 
Study about propagation. 


Noon intermission. 
Institute was called to order by Super­ 
intendent Greenhalgh at 1 :15 o'clock. 
Singing by committee and institute. Mr 
Kirk then introduced his subject. "The 
story as n fr.ctor of education." 
1st. 
The story is instrumentral. It shows up 
in reading classes. 
Its place in reading 
is, it puts us in touch with the human 
heart and the human intellect in every 
race, nation and country. 
One should 
first select the best literature of his own 
country and then reach out and grasp 
that of other countries. 
Never fail to 
get a variety of literature. 
2nd. 
The place instrumental in 
language. 
Fix punctuation and para 
graphing not hy drills but by studying a 
story perfect in outline itself. 
There 
are two ways of handling stories—read­ 
ing them and telling them. 
In a story 
that is told there is u human element 
whidh aJJs to its Interest. A story read 
requires 
more sustained 
attention. 
Either way is good provided one always 
chooses a story full of color and easy for 
the child to picture. 
Choose type of 
stories that htiild up pictures. 
Place 
events, and picture places the child has 
not seen, and perhaps never will see. 
For memorizing, poetry perhaps is best, 
the rythm appealing to the child. As to 
the stories,shall they be true or fictitious 
ones. 
Give stories of fiction and ifiany 
of them. Fiction deals with the human 
ife. There are two kinds of writers, the 
realist and the idealist. 
The realistic 
story deals with life as it is and as it 
might have been. 
It deals with life as 
it ought to be and will be by and by. It 
gives a thrill to human life as it goes 
back through all ages and still goes on 
with every heart beat. 
Prof. Babcock continued his discus­ 
sion on school gardening. 
He said, be­ 
fore we are ready to take up the work 
we must have a will to do it, and an 
appreciation of its value. We ask what 
can one teacher do in a little school? 
Get bulletins carefully stud/ them, study 
the conditions in your school and you 
can at least make a beginning. 
High schools are now quickly intro­ 
ducing agriculture into the curriculum, 
nine having introduced it this year. 
In 
four of these schools it is a separate 
course. In the other five it is correlated 
with other work. There are two reasons 
for its being introduced. 1st. Educators 
now realize the importance of studying 
an Industrial subject. 
2nd. People are 
demanding that the young have a practi­ 
cal knowledge,so as to make good bread 
winners. Agriculture is as much an art 
and profession as a business and trade. 
It is rarely taught in a systematic way, 
due perhaps to lack of fitting text books. 
Agriculture is to lead the child to do 
what he can do with soil plants and 
animals. 
As lie’leaves the grammar 
school he should have a practical know­ 
ledge of the subject, for in many cases, 
illis is the end of his school career. !n 
the Gth grade arglculture should become 
a more definite study, heretofore having 
been more of a nature study. 
In the 7th 
grade we should begin the use of text 
books saying. "Agriculture is as impor­ 
tant as the air we tfeathe. ’’ 
. 
Resolutions were read by Miss Mabel 
Votaw. 
We, the committee on resolutions, 
beg to submit the following : 
Resolved, That we thank our Super­ 
intendent, Mr Greenhalgh, for the able 
manner in which he has conducted the 
institute; for his tine discrimination in 
selecting men and women whose ideas 
are practical, and from which we expect 
to derive the greatest benefit. 
Resolved, That we thank our secre­ 
taries for their able and efficient work. 
Resolved, That we feel that we have 
derived great and permanent benefit in 
being privileged to sit at the feet of 
men and women educators who have de­ 
voted and are devoting their lives to the 
study of the child and his needs, and 
that we will carry to our school rooms 
new ideas, new hopes and enthusiasm. 
Resolved, That we are more and more 
mpressed with the need of a high 
school centrally located to allow the 
youth of our countv to continue the 
work so auspiciously begun. 
Resolved, That we commend Mr Arm­ 
strong in his efforts to unite the teachers 
into one corporate body, putting them 
into a position to benefit and be bene- 
titted. 
Resolved, That we thank the people 
of lone for their hospitality during the 
Institute session. 
And be it further resolved, That it is 
with sorrow we chronicle the passing of 
Judge Rust, who entertained us one year 
ago; T. J. Kirk, one of our ablest 
educators, and A. W. Kerr, a pioneer 
teacher of Amador county. 
Mabel C. Votaw, 
J. E. Wylie, 
Elizabeth Sargent, 
Catherine Prouty, 
Mary A. Billalon. 
Institute adjourned and the teachers 
visited the Preston School of Industry. 
In the evening Dr. R. G. Boone de­ 
livered his lecture, "A 
Serviceable 
Education,’ toan appreciative audience.
